Work is set to begin Thursday on a project 
aimed at untangling the congested, confus- 
ing and high-accident six-corner intersection 
where Damen, Elston and Fullerton avenues 
meet. 

The roughly $ 6 o million project involves 
rerouting Elston to the north of the current 
intersection— improving traffic flow and 
safety for drivers, pedestrians and cyclists— 
and will take until late 2016 to complete, ac- 
cording to the Chicago Department ofTrans- 
portation. 

In the current configuration, the short dis- 
tance between traffic signals creates driver 
confusion and the skewed intersection with 
tight turning radiuses makes it difficult to ex- 
ecute safe turns, traffic engineers said. 

Weather permitting, the project will kick 
off Thursday with traffic reduced to one lane 
in each direction on Damen and Elston north 
of Fullerton to accommodate partial demoli- 
tion of the Mid-Town building, at 2020 W 
Fullerton Ave., CDOT officials said. 

In addition, a section of land owned by 
Vienna Beef will be needed for the project, 
officials said. The sausage maker will be relo- 
cating its plant to Bridgeport. 

Mid-America Real Estate Group has 
proposed constructing a more than 
10 0,0 00 -square-foot retail development, in- 
cluding a parking lot, on part of the Vienna 
Beef property facing Damen north of Fuller- 
ton. But the city has not approved the plan. 

While providing an economic boost, that 
plan has stirred concerns over traffic. 

After the demolition, lane closures will be 
shifted on Damen and Elston while new sew- 
ers and water lines are installed, CDOT said. 

Additional lane restrictions will be an- 
nounced in late June or early July on Fullerton 
just west of the Chicago River for utility con- 
nections, CDOT spokesman Mike Claffey 
said. One lane will be maintained in each di- 
rection through the work zone, he said.

Social media and your photos 


If I were to ask you 
right now where 
to find that certain 
photo you attached to 
a tweet a few months 
ago, you’d probably 
need some time to 
think about it. 

Here are five 
simple yet often 
overlooked ways to 
keep track of what 
we shoot. 

Instagram 

We may not think of Instagram as a place to 
organize our photos, but that really depends 
on how you use it. Because Instagram forces 
you to crop your images as squares, people 
who post more than selfies can afford to be 
specific in terms of what gets uploaded. For 
example, living in Chicago I take a lot of 
photos of tall buildings, but Instagram is a 
poor place for those because of the cropping 
requirements. But my photos of food and 
drink almost always end up there because 
it’s usually easy to show dinner in a square. 

I wouldn’t recommend putting just any 
photos on Instagram; I’d recommend sharing 
the ones that you think have the greatest 
potential to be shared. 

Facebook 

It’s far from the only place, but Facebook is 
really one of the best places to create albums. 
Because we share so much on Facebook, 
it makes sense to use it as a home base. 
Facebook will automatically create some 
albums, but you have a lot more control 
over these albums than you might realize. To 
create a new album from scratch, go to your 
Facebook profile, click “Photos” and then 


click “Create Album.” Or click “Photos,” 
‘Albums” and then “Create Album.” You’ll 
be prompted to upload the first photo. Once 
you do, you can add additional photos and 
give your album a name. Then — and this 
part is key — you can share it with friends or 
just keep it private. 

Cloud 

Consider the cloud as a backup for your 
backup. They’re your photos and they’re 
important, so protect them. As competition 
between cloud services increases, prices will 
decrease. That’s basic supply and demand, 
but when it comes to online storage, get as 
much as you can comfortably afford. 

Flickr 

Flickr is not only a beautiful place to 
showcase your photos, it’s also among the 
smartest places to store them. With i,ooo 
gigabytes— that’s i terabyte— of free storage 
for every user, you can afford to put anything 
there. My favorite setting is the one that 
allows me to upload everything privately and 
then decide what, if anything, I want to make 
public. And a bonus— Flickr has always been 
really good for SEO and search. 

Google 

Google also has an auto backup, and it allows 
all your photos and videos to magically be 
saved to your Google account. From there, 
you can view them and organize them with 
other Google apps, including Google Drive 
and Google+. And the price is right: While 
Google explains that the cost of auto backup 
depends on your settings, you can back up an 
unlimited number of standard-size photos 
and videos for free.

This year’s Memorial Day weekend 
killings outpaced last year’s, when 
seven people were killed from Satur- 
day through Monday of Memorial Day 
weekend, according to RedEye data.

Gunshot homicides were reported 
Saturday in the Near West Side, West 
Town, Austin and Albany Park com- 
munities. On Monday killings were 
reported in Irving Park, Douglas and 
Austin. 

Earlier in the week, people were shot 
dead in Bridgeport and South Chicago; 
on May 20, a woman was reported 
beaten to death in Archer Heights. 

Thirty-six people have been report- 
ed killed citywide so far this month, 
bringing this year’s homicide total to 
157 as of Wednesday afternoon. Last 
May 44 people were reported killed in 
Chicago; through May 27 of 2014, 142 
people were killed.

Man who smoked 
pot with chameleon, 
went viral acquitted

A West Side man whose video of himself 
smoking marijuana with his pet chameleon 
went viral and led to a misdemeanor animal 
cruelty charge was acquitted Wednesday by a 
Cook County judge who found his behavior 
immature but not criminal. 

Bruce Blunt said he sometimes blew smoke 
into the mouth of his chameleon, Binna, be- 
cause it seemed to calm the sometimes ag- 
gressive reptile. 

Earlier this year, he posted a video of the 
two on Facebook that within days far ex- 
ceeded 500,000 views and, according to trial 
testimony, triggered a complaint to Chicago 
authorities from People for the Ethical Treat- 
ment of Animals. 

Chicago police arrested Blunt near his 
mother’s home after conducting brief surveil- 
lance to find him over several days, according 
to trial testimony 

“I blew a little smoke on her and it didn’t 
harm her,” Blunt said outside the Branch 43 
courthouse at 3150 West Flournoy St. “It 
calms her down because I see a difference in 
her mood.” 

“She turns lime green,” his fiancee Kellie 
Williams added. “She’s more relaxed.” 

In the video. Blunt holds Binna in his hand 
and twice blows smoke into her mouth. Each 
time, the chameleon closes her mouth, appear- 
ing to ingest it and then opens her mouth again. 

Prosecutors said the video proved Blunt 
had criminally mistreated his pet. 

“It’s just a little guy,” said Assistant State’s 
Attorney Mike Bagnowski, speculating what 
effect the marijuana smoke would have on 
Blunt’s attorney before withdrawing the re- 
mark. “He blew smoke not once but twice 
into its mouth.” 

Attorneys went back into the chambers of 
Judge Robert Kuzas to play the video for him. 
After hearing brief closing arguments, Kuzas 
acquitted Blunt of the misdemeanor animal 
cruelty charge. 

Blunt’s behavior was “really, really uncalled 
for and immature” but didn’t rise to the level 
of criminal behavior, Kuzas said, noting the 
reptile didn’t appear to suffer. 

Now cleared of wrongdoing. Blunt hopes 
to get his beloved chameleon back from the 
city’s Animal Care and Control— both for his 
sake as well as that of his 10 -year-old daughter. 
He still has Binna’s terrarium in a spare room 
that also contains two geckos, a 75-gallon salt- 
water aquarium and a guinea pig. 

“I love animals, man,” he said.

The Western Conference finals between the 

Blackhawks and Ducks has been an insane 

ride. 

Multiple overtimes. Huge momentum 
swings, sometimes within one game. Goal- 
tending brilliance. This is all just the tip of a 
wildly entertaining iceberg. 

Here’s a look back at the top five mo- 
ments from the Hawks-Ducks series. 

GAME 2: GOLDEN GOAUE 

Really this entire game can be considered a 
Hawks highlight. It was the longest game in 
franchise history (ii6 minutes, 12 seconds), 
which Marcus Kruger ended late in triple 
overtime. But goaltender Corey Crawford 
deserves special mention in this one for 
making an astounding 60 saves in the 3-2 
win.

Vermette col- 
lected his own rebound in double overtime 
and sealed the win for the Hawks. 

“I think overall on that shift, we talk 
about our speed, and I think we are effec- 
tive when we move our feet,” Vermette said 
after Game 4. “I think that was an illustra- 
tion of that. We get the puck going in their 
end a little bit. We stuck with it. ... Lucky 
enough we got it back and put it in.”

Chicago’s first location 
of the South African 
chain delivers seriously 
addictive chicken

There’s something about chicken franchises 
that inspire cult fanaticism. When Chick- 
fil-A opened in Chicago, lines were wrapped 
around the block. Flights from Mexico to 
the United States were once known to smell 
of Polio Campero because so many folks fer- 
ried back takeout orders on their way home. 
Nando’s Peri-Peri, a flame-broiled chicken 
chain founded in 1987 in a working-class sub- 
urb of Johannesburg, South Africa, by two 
friends, Fernando Duarte and Robbie Brozin, 
inspires similar devotion. Jay Z was rumored 
to have included a request for Nando’s on his 
tour rider when he played the Brit Awards. 
Prince Harry was seen making a getaway with 
chicken at the Fulham location 
in the UK. Harry Styles from 
One Direction apparently pre- 
partied one Valentine’s Day 
at the Leeds location. It must 
be good, right? But, you know 
cults aren’t always good things, 
after all— Waco, Jim Jones, “Un- 
breakable Kimmy Schmidt” and 
all that. I stopped in to the first Chicago loca- 
tion in the West Loop (one is planned to open 
in Lincoln Park and one in Lakeview this sum- 
mer) last week to see whether Nando’s was a 
club worth joining. 

The scene 

I’m so not this guy but the best adjective I 
can use to describe this location of Nando’s is 
bangin’. Portuguese rhythms thrummed over 
the house speakers, the ordering line was 
twenty deep and the smell of flame-roasted 
chicken hung in the air. The dining room— 
outfitted with a rainbow-colored assortment 
of South African pottery a forest of re- 
claimed honey-colored wood tables, flooring 
and wall panels reclaimed from a defunct 
Ohio crayon factory and mod gray chairs — 
was cheerful and original. The back patio 
was lined with a Pinterest-worthy spread of 
succulent-studded planters and chain-link 
fencing woven with multi-colored streamers. 


making the whole place feel like a barbecue- 
and beer-fueled garden party that I wanted to 
hang out at all summer long. Though Nando’s 
has more than 1,000 locations worldwide, 
it truly doesn’t feel like a chain. “No two 
Nando’s look the same,” said Sepanta Bagh- 
erpour, director of marketing for Nando’s 
Peri Peri USA. “It’s not a ‘concept.’ We’re a 
restaurant founded in a working class suburb. 
The first location was a mom-and-pop joint. 
We never tried to fill a gap in the market or 
go after the spicy chicken dollar. We just try 
to create great food,” he added. 

The meat 

The Chicago location’s menu is almost 
exactly the same served worldwide, save for 
a few variations, including the Nandoca’s 
choice ($11.75), featuring butterflied peri- 
peri chicken breast topped with coleslaw 
sandwiched between two pieces of garlic 
bread. Spanning everything from the famous 
chicken to salads to wraps to 
chicken livers, the selection is 
pretty vast. Jay Z might have 
99 problems, but the chicken 
ain’t one; Nando’s famous peri- 
peri chicken is a traditional 
Portuguese poultry prepara- 
tion that means the chicken is 
flame-roasted and marinated 
for 24 hours in African birdseye chili, aka 
piri-piri, the Swahili word for “pepper pep- 
per.” The chain speUs the name peri-peri, 
which is an African language adaptation of 
the Portuguese spelling. All the cuts of the 
famous peri-peri chicken preparation I tried 
were good, but my favorite (and the juiciest 
cuts) were the leg and thigh ($7.25 with one 
side). Though it’s flame-roasted with a gas 
fire, the chicken had a deep smoky essence 
that reminded me of the very best charcoal- 
roasted birds. And the skin! Crisp, mahogany 
and flecked with pepper, I’d eat a plate of it 
alone. You can order the chicken slathered 
in a range of sauces, from mild to extra hot, 
and though it’s not on the menu, Bagherpour 
said you can order extra-extra-hot if you’re 
a chili-head. I love extra-hot— the spice was 
exhilarating but not tastebud-damaging, but 
if you’re timid about spice, I’d still start with 
the medium. If you’re not sure, order it plain 
and grab a bunch of the sauces from the free

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hot sauce bar to experiment and doctor as 
you choose. Stay away from the mango-lime 
and lemon herb sauces; while I appreciated 
their brightness, they had a harsh backnote 
that reminded me of the pasteurized bottled 
citrus juice you find in the grocery store. 
There’s also a decent ribeye sandwich ($11.75 
with one side) topped with roasted red pep- 
pers, pickled red onion, arugula served on a 
toasted Portuguese roll (a flatter, less crusty 
take on the baguette). It had a nice mix of 
tangy spicy and rich flavor, but the beef was 
a little chewy and cooked well, though I’d 
ordered it medium-rare. 

The sides 

My favorite side dish was the “Macho” 
peas ($11.75), a Portuguese riff on the UK’s 
popular mushy peas. The rustic mash of 
fresh, verdant whole peas tossed with cool- 
ing mint, searing chili and bright parsley 
was refreshing. The creamy red skin mashed 
potatoes ($2.75) bubbling with garlic but- 
ter tasted more like mom’s rustic mashed 
potatoes than franchise food. Crunchy cu- 
cumber curlicues and pink slivers of pickled 
onion glistened with a tangy poppy seed vin- 
aigrette ($3.75). The only side I tried that I 
didn’t love was the fries ($2.75), quarter-inch- 
thick golden planks sprinkled with peri-peri 
chili powder that were limp on arrival. 

The drinks 

There’s a wide selection of Portuguese and 
South African red and white wine offered by 
the glass, as well as pitchers of sangria. I dug 
the Gatao vinho verde, a crisp, fruity white 
that cut nicely through the spicy flavors 
($5.25 per glass). If you need a second round. 


just order from one of the servers who are 
milling about the dining room. 

The sweets 

Though I didn’t indulge, those who grew 
up eating at Ponderosa or Sizzler will have 
nostalgic flashbacks if they help themselves 
to the bottomless vanilla frozen yogurt 
($2.95) available from the self-serve machine 
located in the dining room. I settled instead 
for a slice of duke de leche cheesecake 
($6.25). It was rich and dense with some 
satisfying caramel notes, but really tasted 
only about 5 percent better than something 
I’d pick up at Costco. 

The service 

%u order your food at the counter and then 
get an assigned table number. Within about 
five to ten minutes, your order is ferried to 
your table in the dining room. The staff was 
friendly and responsive, asking multiple 
times if we needed anything else, and they 
bussed and cleaned surrounding tables with 
the speed of a Formula One pit crew. 

Bottom line 

Though the Nando’s empire has more than 
1,000 locations, it serves up rustic home- 
made-tasting side dishes and fiery succulent 
flame-roasted birds that taste much more 
like the rustic homey offerings from mom- 
and-pop roasted chicken spots in Chicago 
such as D’Candela or La Brasa Roja. Just stay 
away from the citrus sauces and order your 
bird spicy
